If Bill and Andrea Groner tell 
you they can keep a secret, 
you can take them at their 
word. 

For seven months, the 
Edmonton couple hid the 
fact that they were the win¬ 
ners of the second-largest 
lottery prize ever awarded 
in Alberta. On Tuesday, they 
finally came forward with 
the news that they held the 
ticket worth $50 million. 

“Do you ever play poker?” 
asked Andrea, 47, at a news 
conference announcing the 
win. “You never give up your 
secrets. 

“We had to maintain a 
normal lifestyle until we got 
all our ducks in a row that 
we had to take care of in our 


own lives. We had to make 
sure those were underway 
first.” 

The winning numbers 
were for the Lotto Max jack¬ 
pot of Dec. 20.

They also 
urged people to check for any 
wayward lottery tickets that 
may have been tucked away.

she stopped at a shopping 
mall to check the ticket at a 
self-serve scanner. 

“I should have had my 
glasses with me,” she re¬ 
called. “I had to get the retail 
clerk to tell me what was said 
on the self-scanner. 

“She was more excited 
than I was. I was in disbelief.” 

The cautious couple, who 
said they prefer to keep 
their family out of the lime¬ 
light, decided they’d allow 
themselves one celebratory 
dinner. They let a few close 


family members in on the fi¬ 
nancial tsunami that had just 
washed over them and then 
resumed their normal lives.

Former AHS exec 
admonished for 
conflict of interest 

A former executive with 
Alberta Health Services 
has been rebuked by the 
public interest com¬ 
missioner for breaking 
conflict-of-interest rules. 

Peter Hourihan says 
the senior IT official 
delivered a $75,000 sole- 
sourced contract to a firm 
in late 2012. 

“The senior AHS 
executive was previously a 
partner with the awarded 
corporation and was a 
shareholder when the 
contract was awarded,” 
Hourihan said Tuesday. 

“This is a significant 
issue. A senior executive 
should have understood 
the importance of declar¬ 
ing a conflict when one 
arises.” 

Hourihan said the 
official also co-signed the 
contract with the firm 
without proper authority. 
He did so after his sub¬ 
ordinates signed a request 
to engage a consultant. 
They, too, did not have 
the authority to do so, 
said Hourihan. 

All along, the official 
was aware of conflict-of- 
interest guidelines, the 
commissioner said. 

“Prior to recom¬ 
mending the contract, 

(the official) was pro¬ 
vided a conflict-of-interest 
declaration document 
specific to the procure¬ 
ment of the computers,” 
said Hourihan’s report. 

He said no disciplinaiy 
action was taken because 
the official has since left 
Alberta Health Services. 

Hourihan declined to 
name the official, saying 
he didn’t consider the 
offence serious enough to 
merit it. the Canadian press 


Cops seek suspect after chase

EPS. Officers seeing

It’s shortly before 10 a.m. on 
a July day and Edmonton po¬ 
lice members in a downtown 
group bicycle ride make their 
first stop at Mary Burlie Park, 
just off 97 Street. 

It’s at this park where they 
find a handful of people fin¬ 
gering around, including one 
young woman asleep in the 
nearby community garden. 

Sgt. Tony Parrotta spots a 
26-ounce bottle of vodka half- 
emptied lying beside her and 
the 16-year-old girl is later ar¬ 
rested in connection with a 
drug operation. 

Officers on bicycles con¬ 
sider this proactive policing, 
something they can do when 
riding on two wheels around 
the city. 

“Walking to me is probably 
the best way to get around, but 
with the bike, you’re able to — 
at a slow pace as well — cover 
more ground,” said Parrotta. 

Patrolling Edmonton on 
bikes is nothing new for the 
police force, but more officers 
are becoming trained in using 
bikes as a way to prevent crime 
and increase their visibility on 



the street. 

Police say that visibility 
meant one witness helped 
them address a spousal abuse 
issue near 107 Avenue and 113 
Street during a July 10 ride. 
Splitting up, officers on bikes 


were able to catch and arrest 
a man in a nearby alleyway, 
while other officers helped the 
woman involved receive med¬ 
ical attention. 

Although the incident had 
already been reported to 911, 


the officer cyclists were able to 
free up their colleagues sched¬ 
uled to report to the call. 

“We just happened to 
be in the area, three blocks 
away, and the three patrol 
cars hadn’t responded to the 


call, but because we were that 
much closer, we were already 
there,” said Parrotta.

Advantagesto 
policing by bike 

The “Wheels of Justice” 
are moving through the 
downtown core — mak¬ 
ing community policing a 
visible force. 

Wheels of Justice is the 
unofficial name for 20 of¬ 
ficers on bicycles who take 
part in the downtown div¬ 
ision’s weekly group rides. 

“Take the lane,” says 
one, as the convoy moves 
in unison into a road lane 
on Jasper Avenue during a 
July 10 ride. 

About once a week, 
officers in specific down¬ 
town beats take part in a 
group bike ride. 

“We’re more approach¬ 
able on a bike than we 
would be in a car,” said 
Sgt. Tony Parrotta with 
the downtown division. 

Starting off as a group, 
officers later ride away to 
their specific patrol areas 
or to respond to nearby 
calls. 

Officers say being on 
bikes allows them to be 
more discreet in catching 
illegal activity, compared 
with vehicle patrols. 

“Sometimes we’ll ride 
right up to drug trans¬ 
actions and they won’t 
hear us,” said Parrotta. 

Day and night officers 
take to their bikes to help 
patrol the city, something 
they plan to continue. 

“You’re more ap¬ 
proachable to stakehold¬ 
ers, community members, 
(and you’re) still able to 
cover large areas,” said 
Parrotta.

Police cyclists opt for 
practicality over style 



Sure, there are Edmonton po¬ 
lice officers on bikes around 
the city, but what does that 
bike look like? 

According to Sgt. Tony Par¬ 
rotta, the bicycles are nothing 
too fancy. 

“There’s a lot better bikes 
out there, but for budgetary 
reasons we don’t need to have 
the best of the best, we just 
need to have something prac¬ 
tical,” Parrotta said. 

Equipped with 27 gears, 
front-wheel shocks and LED 
emergency lights, the bicycles 
also have a small kit that can 
hold any documents or first- 
aid materials that may be 
needed. 

Officers who are part of the 
bike training program also re¬ 


ceive special footwear, bike 
shorts and moisture-resistant 
shirts. 

Each member who is a part 


of the program is assigned a 
bike, which is tuned up a min¬ 
imum of twice a year.

Chickens could soon find 
a roost in Edmonton back¬ 
yards, under a new pilot 
program city councillors will 
consider next month. 


Community standards 
branch manager Dave Ait- 
ken confirmed councillors 
are going to be presented 
with the option at a commit¬ 
tee meeting on August.

Aitlcen said they want the 
pilot to help guide a possible 
new bylaw that would allow 
for chickens across the city. 

“It will outline a very 
similar approach to the one 
the last report on bees took,” 
he said. 


Earlier this month, coun¬ 
cillors approved a pilot pro¬ 
gram for urban bees that 
will help the city develop a 
bylaw. 

Aitlcen said if council ap¬ 
proves a similar bylaw for 
chickens the goal will be to 
learn about issues like odour, 
predators and other prob¬ 
lems that might crop up. 

“What the pilot will en¬ 
deavor to do is gather in¬ 
formation about all those 


aspects that we are not quite 
sure about in an urban set¬ 
ting,” he said. 

Daniel Aire had to give 
up four hens his family was 
keeping in their McCauley 
backyard because they ran 
afoul of the bylaw. Aire said 
he believes a pilot would be 
a good way to get people 
used to the idea. 

“It’s a good way to launch 
a program without freaking 
everybody out,” he said.

Collision. One man dead 
after fatal motorcycle 
crash outside of Leduc 


One man is dead after a fatal 
crash between an SUV and a 
motorcycle on Tuesday mor¬ 
ning south of the city. 

Just before 8 a.m., Leduc 
RCMP responded to the crash 
site on Highway 19, just west 
of Highway 2. 

According to RCMP, the 
53-year-old male of the 
motorcycle was declared

A train bearing the dead from

Five days after the plane was 
blown out of the sky, refrigerat¬ 
ed railcars bearing victims’ bod¬ 
ies — gathered up after several 
days in the sun — rolled out of 
the war zone and into the city 
of Kharkiv.

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Nigerian president meets parents,

President Goodluclc Jonathan 
met for the first time Tuesday 
with parents of 219 kidnapped 
Nigerian schoolgirls and doz¬ 
ens of classmates who man¬ 
aged to escape from their Is¬ 
lamic extremist captors. 

Jonathan assured them of 
his determination that those 
still in captivity “are brought 
out alive,” presidential spokes¬ 
man Reuben Abati told repor¬ 
ters after the meeting. 

It was “a veiy successful 
event,” said Abati. Some of the 
girls described their escapes 
and Jonathan gave assurances 
that the education of the girls 
and their still-captive class¬ 
mates would not suffer in any 
way, he said. 

“Mr. President reassured 
them of the federal govern¬ 
ment’s determination and his 
personal determination to en¬ 
sure that the girls that are still 
in captivity are brought out 
alive. He made it clear that is 
the main objective of the gov¬ 
ernment,” said Abati. 

The parents emerged from 
the closed-door meeting with¬ 
out showing emotion, but 
some shook hands with the 
president. 

The delegation of 177 met 
with Jonathan, said Lawan 


Abana, spokesman for the 
community of Chibolc, the 
town where the schoolgirls 
were kidnapped. An AP repor¬ 
ter counted 51 of the 57 girls 
who escaped after their abduc¬ 
tion. 

Jonathan was accompanied 
in the meeting by the ministers 
of education and finance, and 
his national security adviser. 
Also present was the Gov. Kash- 
im Shettima of Bomo state, 
from which the girls were ab¬ 
ducted. Shettima has accused 
Jonathan of not doing enough 
to save the girls and has an¬ 
gered the government with his 
charges that Boko Haram fight¬ 
ers are better armed and motiv¬ 
ated than Nigeria’s military. 

Tuesday’s meeting came 
after some parents refused 
to meet Nigeria’s leader last 
week. For months the parents 
have been asking to see the 
president and he finally agreed 
to a request from Pakistani ac¬ 
tivist Malala Yousafzai. 

The failure of Jonathan’s 
government to rescue the girls 
has prompted an international 
campaign and daily #Bring- 
BaclcOurGirls rallies in Abuja, 
the capital, to ensure attention 
for the girls’ plight.

Charges. New court docs

‘Hope and belief.’ 

Ban Ki-moon says a 
ceasefire is possible, 
despite obstacles 


The UN secretaiy-general said 
Tuesday it is his “hope and be¬ 
lief” that his emergency mis¬ 
sion to the Middle East will 
lead to an end to the fighting 
between Hamas and Israel “in 
the veiy near future.” 

Ban Ki-moon told the Se¬ 
curity Council by videoconfer¬ 
ence from the West Bank city 
of Ramallah that he could not 
publicly reveal details “at this 
highly sensitive moment.” As 
he started to address the coun¬ 
cil, a siren could be heard in 
the background. 

The UN chief has also vis¬ 
ited Qatar, Kuwait, Cairo and 
Jerusalem and said he will go 
on to Jordan and Saudi Arabia 
on what he called a mission 
“of solidarity and peace” to 
quickly end an escalating two- 
weelc war between Israelis and 
Hamas militants who control 
the Gaza Strip. 

Their third conflict in just 
over five years has already 
claimed the lives of at least 
609 Palestinians, according 
to the Gaza Health Ministiy, 
the vast majority civilians. 
Twenty-nine Israelis have been 
killed — 27 soldiers and two 
civilians. 

In the past three days, Ban 
has met with the head of the 
Arab League and Arab, Pales¬ 
tinian and Israeli leaders, as 
well as U.S. Secretaiy of State 
John Keny and Norway’s for¬ 
eign minister. He also spoke 
to French President Francois 
Hollande. 

He cautioned, however,

that “of course, there are many 
obstacles and complexities.” 

Ban said “the most prom¬ 
ising prospect of a ceasefire” 
is an Egyptian initiative to re¬ 
turn to the cessation of fight¬ 
ing in November 2012 that has 
been endorsed by Palestinian 
President Mahmoud Abbas 
and the Arab League — but 
not Hamas. 

The UN chief stressed, how¬ 
ever, that a ceasefire without 
addressing the root causes of 
the Israeli-Palestinian conflict 
will only delay the problem for 
yet another time. 

“The cycle will continue 
— except the bitterness and 
hatred will become that much 
more entrenched each time 


it comes around,” Ban said. 
“Quite simply, if a people are 
left with despair and occupa¬ 
tion, the problem won’t dis¬ 
appear, it will only grow.” 

U.S. Ambassador Samantha 
Power told the council that 
“an immediate ceasefire could 
not be more urgent or more 
important” and stressed that 
the United States “will not 
rest” until the fighting ends 
and the underlying issues are 
resolved leading to a two-state 
solution. 

Riyad Mansour, the Pal¬ 
estinian UN ambassador, de¬ 
manded to know what the 
Security Council is doing “to

Delta Air Lines and United 
Airlines suspended service 
between the U.S. and Israel 
indefinitely, while US Air¬ 
ways scrapped its one flight 
to Tel Aviv Tuesday. 

Air Canada, Germany’s 
Lufthansa, Air France and 
Alitalia also cancelled flights 
to Tel Aviv over safety con¬ 
cerns amid the increas¬ 
ing violence.

British Columbia’s Premier, 
Christy Clark, says B.C.’s pro¬ 
posed liquefied natural gas 
industry has the power to 
fight air pollution in China 
and clear up smog in Los An¬ 
geles. 

The premier’s natural gas 
development minister also 
boasted to delegates at the 
same conference on Monday 
that the LNG industry will 
clean up the provincial debt. 

Clark told the Pacific 
Northwest Economic Region 
gathering, where business 
and government leaders 
from provinces, territories 
and U.S. states gathered to 
address policy issues, that 
LNG will fight harmful green¬ 
house gas emissions world¬ 


wide, but it may also increase 
those same emissions in B.C. 

“This is our biggest op¬ 
portunity we’ve ever had to 
reduce greenhouse gas emis¬ 
sions worldwide,” Clark told 
a crowd in Whistler, B.C. 
“Studies have shown cleaner 
air in China means cleaner 
air here.

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WORSHIPPING THE GREAT WHITE 


Jaws is back. 

But, instead of mass hysteria, the 
great white shark is now spawning retail 
frenzy along the banks of old Cape Cod. 

Shark sightings have increased in re¬ 
cent years along with the increase in 
shark bait: big, tasty (if you’re a shark) 
grey seals. 

But instead of freaking out, people 
are flocking to the area to spot a shark 
and attack the racks, where they can buy 
great-white inspired T-shirts, hoodies, 
hats and cute little stuffed sharks. 

People love sharks, and they love 
great whites most of all. 

The 1975 movie, Steven Spielberg’s 
first blockbuster, has earned about $2 billion US, ad¬ 
justed for inflation, and its ominous duuun-dun, duu- 
un-dun music continues to resonate up and down our 
spines. 

The success of Jaws led to a sequel and perhaps the 
greatest movie tagline in history: “Just when you 
thought it was safe to go back in the water.” 

It also led to the summer blockbuster: the bloated 
multimillion-dollar overabundance of special effects 
and bad acting that has spawned a creature even scarier 
than a shark. His name is Michael Bay. He directed the 
Transformer movies. 

Just when you thought it was safe to go back in the 
theatre. 

Hysteria aside, there have been 106 unprovoked 
great white shark attacks in U.S. waters, 13 of them 
fatal, since 1916. 


Myth vs. hype 


Shark scientists believe that most great white 
attacks on people are of the experimental variety, 
or test bites.... I can testify that when someone 
on a paddle board comes screaming by, shouting: 
“Shark! Shark in the water!” you don’t spend any 
time wondering about the myth versus the hype. 


You’re as likely to be attacked by a 
grey seal. 

Still, unlike the pleasingly plump and 
(usually) indolent seal, the great white 
has a powerful grip on our imaginations 
— as you might expect from a creature 
that can grow up to seven metres long, 
swim 65 kilometres per hour and bite 
with the force of4,000 pounds, whatever 
that means. 

Shark scientists believe most great 
white attacks on people are of the ex¬ 
perimental variety, or test bites. 

“It kind of looks like a seal, so I’ll just 
give ’er a nibble.” 

There is learned speculation that 
great whites don’t even like the taste of humans, which 
is probably cold consolation for those swimmers down 
one leg on account of a test bite. 

I can testify that when someone on a paddle board 
comes screaming by, shouting, “Shark! Shark in the 
water!” you don’t spend any time wondering about the 
myth versus the hype. You just get the hell out of the 
water as fast as you can. 

Four-thousand pounds of force, indeed, 

One good thing about all this great white shark wor¬ 
ship: There could be as few as 3,500 great whites left in 
all the world’s oceans after decades of over-fishing, 
mostly for shark fin soup.

The Imitation Game. 

Cumberbatch plays code 
breaking math genius 


The trailer for a new biopic 
about Alan Turing, directed 
by Morten Tyldum (Headhunt¬ 
ers) has been released, featur¬ 
ing Benedict Cumberbatch as 
the brilliant mathematician, 
whose exceptional intelligence 
was not always an advantage. 

The Imitation Game tells 
the stoiy of Turing, the British 
mathematician and ciyptana- 
lyst who is widely considered 
to be the founder of computer 
science. Benedict Cumber- 
batch (Sherlock, 12 Years a 
Slave) plays the title character, 


joined by Keira Knightley and 
Matthew Goode. 

The biopic focuses primar¬ 
ily on the war years, during 
which Turing worked at the 
British government’s code- 
breaking centre during the 
Second World War. His innova¬ 
tive solution for deciphering 
the Nazis’ Enigma code laid 
the groundwork for his de¬ 
velopment of computer sci¬ 
ence in the years after the war. 

The Imitation Game will ar¬ 
rive in theatres in the U.S. on 
Nov. 21. AFP

Before you can say, “You 
go, girl,” Foxy clobbers Bobbie 
with a wooden stool, slam¬ 
ming her in the face then 
shattering it across her back.

Tucked into a comer of eastern 
France where overseas tour¬ 
ists rarely venture, the Park 
of the Little Prince takes its 
name from one of French lit¬ 
erature’s most beloved charac¬ 
ters — and takes its cues from 
a simpler time when roller 
coasters didn’t set out to ter¬ 
rify, living room televisions 
didn’t have multi-player 3D 
video games and theme parks 
were scaled for the small. 

The park, which opened 
July 1, is perfect for visitors 
looking for a way to entertain 
small children who might have 
had their fill of road-tripping 
through the French, German or 
Swiss countryside. 

It’s located in Unger- 
sheim, in the heart of the 
Alsace region, about 50 
kilometres (30 miles) from 
Basel, Switzerland, and about 
15 kilometres (10 miles) from 
the German border.

From Highway 93, running 
through Jasper National Park, 
the Athabasca Glacier looks 
daunting to climb. The gla¬ 
cier sits in a bowl surrounded 
by cloud-shrouded mountain 
peaks. My son, Keifer, and I 
have come to hike the gla¬ 
cier with our guide, Corin 
Lohmann, four Kiwis and a 
dog. 

My blood starts pumping 
rapidly after the first vertical 
steps and soon we find our¬ 
selves among rugged rocks, 
walking past small Arctic 
flowers and streams of veiy 
cold water running at the 


base of the ice. 

Eveiything is dwarfed by 
the scale of the glacier and the 
short, 60-day growing season. 
Trees that are 150 years old 
seem like matchsticlcs lining 
the tops of ridges. 

When I hit the ice, I slip 
the ice cleats on the bottoms 
of my hiking boots. “We don’t 
want anyone falling into an 
ice hole,” Lohmann tells us. 
Indeed, hikers have fallen 
into ice holes and have had to 
be rescued by Parks Canada. 
“That’s a good thing about 
your park pass; it includes get¬ 
ting rescued in the National 
Park,” he grins. 

As the ice crunches under¬ 
neath our feet, we make our 
way up the glacier as large¬ 
wheeled, red buses full of 
tourists pass. 

There are three ways to 
discover the glacier: You can 
hike it on your own. (Not rec¬ 
ommended unless you really 
know what you are doing.) 
You can take a tour bus from 


the ice fields centre. (Hop on, 
ride up and hop off on the 
ice.) Or you can go on one of 
the Ice Walks tours, which my 
group quickly agrees is the 
best option. 

Our first stop is at a sim¬ 
ple metal pole sticking up 
through the ice. The pole is 
used to measure how much 
the glacier is melting in a year. 
With the top of the pole just 
30 centimetres above the ice, 
no one pays it much attention. 
As the group chats, Lohmann 
walks over and grabs a pole 
lying on the ice. He hoists it 
up in the air, towering almost 
five metres above him. “This 
is how much the ice melted 
last year,” he states. 

The group suddenly falls 
quiet. Our next stop is an ice 
plug. The plug is covered in 
snow and occurs over a melt¬ 
ing ice hole. Some here can 
be more than 30 metres deep. 
“You don’t want to take a ride 
down one of these,” Lohmann 
says. He hangs onto the arm 


of each person in the group so 
they can peer down the blue 
and black abyss. When Keif- 
er’s turn comes up, his face 
lights up with the sense of ad¬ 
venture a 17-year-old has. My 
stomach quickly gets tight. 

“That was so cool!” says 
Keifer as we hike back. 

In the distance, on the way 
down, we see a dwarfed hiker 
walk along the top of a moun¬ 
tain peak, “ft really puts you 
in your place,” one of our New 
Zealand friends remarks. 

We stop to fill our water 
bottles with fresh, clear gla¬ 
cier water. “This is probably 
pre-industrial Revolution 
water,” says Lohmann. 

As we listen to the ice 
crunching below our feet, and 
look at the ice hanging over 
the rugged ridge lines, Keifer 
and I take sips of our water. 

“This water tastes amaz¬ 
ing,” he smiles. 

“Yes,” I say. “And that was 
so much better than taking 
the bus up the glacier.”

You’ve finally made it and 
gotten a solid job offer, 
but are you celebrating too 
soon? 

While it’s a struggle to 
get noticed by HR and hir¬ 
ing managers for coveted 
positions, you may encoun¬ 
ter a rare situation when 
you interview for more 
than one role — ending up 
with an offer from one em¬ 
ployer while you’re waiting 
to hear back from another 
(which you prefer more). 

It may have taken a lot 
of work get your first “real” 
offer, but you shouldn’t ac¬ 
cept simply because it’s the 


only one you’ve received. 

How can you manage 
this difficult scenario of 
risk versus reward? 

Understand hiring 
timelines

hear from both employers 
at the same time.

In a competitive job market, it 
can be pretty hard to land an 
interview. When you manage 
to get one, it’s important to 
make the most of the oppor¬ 
tunity. Here are some common 
mistakes that may be stopping 
you from interview success, 
whether that means getting 
hired or progressing to the next 
stage of the hiring process. 

Abandon these bad habits 


and your interviews will have a 
much higher chance of a posi¬ 
tive outcome. 

Behaving unprofessionally 

Regardless of your chosen in¬ 
dustry, previous experience or 
the nature of the position at 
hand, professional conduct is 
absolutely vital. 

Dress to impress at eveiy 
interview you attend, even if 


it’s a casual work environment. 
Overdressing is better than 
underdressing. Avoid wearing 
sandals, short skirts, T-shirts, 
jeans or shorts. 

Map out your route in ad¬ 
vance, and be sure you have an 
alternate plan if there are any 
issues en route. If you’re travel¬ 
ling to an unfamiliar area, you 
may want to test out your route 
beforehand. 

Time how long it will take 
to get to your interview, and 
allocate extra time for traffic. 
Make sure you arrive on time 
— which means arriving early. 
Aim to be at the interview site 
15 to 30 minutes ahead of time. 
Arriving too early can catch 
an interviewer off-guard, so be 
prepared to spend some time 
at a nearby coffee shop or other 
venue until it’s appropriate for 
you to show up. 

Once you arrive to your 
interview, turn off your phone. 
If a phone goes off in the inter¬ 
view, you might as well get up 
and leave. 

Tip: You are under scrutiny 
from the moment you enter 
the interview location. Assume 
a confident, professional bear¬ 
ing in advance of your arrival. 


Winging it 

You read the job description 
and decided that you’re a per¬ 
fect fit for the role — but land¬ 
ing the interview doesn’t mean 
anything is for sure. A lack of 
preparation will make it harder 
for you to shine in an interview, 
particularly if you’re unable to 
answer simple questions about 
the company’s operations. 

Remember, an interview is 
not just about your skills and 
experience. Capable interview¬ 
ers will also be looking to assess 
your personal and professional 
fit. Make sure to read about the 
business. Note things like their 
mission, CEO’s name, values, 
and services. 

Have a good understand¬ 
ing of the actual position you 


are interviewing for. Can you 
identify the major skills and 
experience that would make 
someone an asset for the role? 

Don’t forget to study your 
own resume. 

Having a detailed know¬ 
ledge of the company is just 
part of the picture — making 
compelling connections be¬ 
tween the role and your own 
skills is vital for success. 

Tip: Research sample inter¬ 
view questions online. Choose 
several at random. Could you 
compose a competent answer 
on the spot?

The improved 
Chevy Silverado and 
GMC Sierra pickups 
narrow the gap with

There are few auto segments 
more fiercely fought than 
the pickup truck market, 
and few as diverse. Buyers 
range from those who tow 
massive campers and horse 
trailers to those who drive 
them primarily as big cars. 

Because of this, auto¬ 
makers are updating their 
trucks far more frequently 


than they did in the past. 

General Motors has intro¬ 
duced an all-new Chevrolet 
Silverado for 2014, along 
with its mechanically iden¬ 
tical GMC Sierra twin. This 
truck had been lagging be¬ 
hind some of its competi¬ 
tors for a while, but it’s now 
firmly back in the game. 

The three available en¬ 
gines are the same size as 
on the last-generation mod¬ 
el — a 4.3-litre V6, a 5.3-litre 
V8 and a 6.2-litre V8 — but 
they’re entirely new, and 
they come with fuel-saving 
technologies. 

One of them is cylinder 
deactivation, which seam¬ 
lessly shuts the engine down 
to four cylinders when full 
power isn’t needed. That’s 
becoming relatively com¬ 


mon on V8s, but it’s rare to 
see it on a V6, as here. 

On the Double Cab, the 
rear doors are now hinged 
at the front instead of the 
back, making it simple to 


get into the rear seats. On all 
models, the doors are now 
flush with the body, rather 
than extended into the roof, 
which helps reduce noise. 
Overall, this is probably the 


quietest truck cabin on the 
market, and the redesigned 
interior is both handsome 
and functional. 

A lower hip point on 
the seat makes it easier to 
get into this big truck. The 
new suspension and electric 
power steering have been 
tuned for responsive hand¬ 
ling and a smooth ride, and 
it’s a good driver. 

It also tows well, al¬ 
though competitive trucks 
produce more torque than 
Chevrolet, with engines 
comparable to the Silver¬ 
ado’s 5.3-litre V8. 

Chevy hasn’t leapfrogged 
over the competition with 
this truck, but the consider¬ 
able improvements warrant 
serious consideration for 
those in the market.

As far as jobs go, you could 
do a lot worse than IndyCar 
driver. 

Sure, you have to work 
weekends during the sum¬ 
mer, but the money’s not 
bad. Neither is the satis¬ 
faction level. It’s way fun, 
too. And the teams always 
provide high-quality meal 
spreads on race days. 

So maybe you saw last 
weekend’s IndyCar double- 
header in Toronto, and it 
got you thinking that you 
should seriously pursue 
race-car driving as a career, 
or at least consider it for 
a fallback position should 


your current gig as wed¬ 
ding planner, audiologist, 
or telephone marketer not 
pan out. 

Well then, you’ve come 
to the right place. Because 
we recently got some in¬ 
sight into the race-driver 
life from James Hinchcliffe, 
Canada’s top IndyCar driver. 

We caught up with him 
at a Honda Canada press 
event at Canadian Tire 
Motorsport Park (formerly 
Mosport), a few days before 
the big races in Toronto. 

The first thing we learn¬ 
ed is that race drivers do 
a lot of this promotional 
stuff. Hinchcliffe figures 
it’s about a 70/30 split for 
out-of-the-car promotional 
duties versus in-car race-car 
duties. The sheer volume of 
the former was the thing 
that surprised him the most 
when he first made the leap 
to the big leagues. 

“In the junior categories, 
all you have to worry about 
is driving the car. Now, all of 
sudden, you have to worry 
about media and sponsors. 
That’s one thing people 
don’t appreciate — how lit-

tie time we have in the car, 
and how much we are work¬ 
ing outside of the car.” 

In addition to the prac¬ 
tices and racing on race 
weekends, Hinchcliffe says 
drivers may only get one ex¬ 


tra tech day a month. Quite 
a difference, he noted, from 
something like a profes¬ 
sional hockey player, who’s 
on the ice almost every day 
during the season. 

“Other sports are also 


not quite as sponsor-de¬ 
pendent,” he explains. “It’s 
the nature of the sport.” 

And although there is a 
big team element to a suc¬ 
cessful race, that doesn’t 
mean the whole team 


shoulders the promotional 
activities. The driver is the 
focal point for any media, 
sponsor or fan-related inter¬ 
est — unlike an NHL team, 
for example, which could 
theoretically send anyone 
on its 23-man roster to ful¬ 
fill off-ice team duties. 

But don’t get the impres¬ 
sion that those activities are 
a burden to Hinchcliffe. He 
enjoys them, and he’s good 
at them. 

He is a natural spokes¬ 
person and very approach¬ 
able and personable. At the 
Honda event, he mingled 
with everyone the entire 
day. 

Well, at least until it was 
time to put in a hot lap in a 
Civic Si, to give journalists a 
lap time to aspire to on the 
track. 

I didn’t even try. I opted 
for the other option: riding 
shotgun with Hinchcliffe. 

He showed me that, al¬ 
though there are lots of fast 
grooves on the racetrack for 
amateur drivers to enjoy, 
there is always a waaaaaay 
faster groove out there re¬ 
served for the pros.

Yamaha FZ-07. Naked

It isn’t always easy to find the 
right words to describe a new 
motorcycle, but after three 
days with the 2015 Yamaha 
FZ-07, the words that come to 
mind are fun and exciting. 

The made-in-Japan FZ-07 
is a good-looking naked road¬ 
ster with an edge, offering 
standard straight-up sport 
bike ride. 

It is the third addition 
to the FZ family joining the 
FZ6R and FZ-09. 

Starting at $7,299, the 
lightweight, entiy-level sport 
bike is aimed at everyone 
from the novice or step-up 
rider to the experienced. 

The bike comes in three 


colours: white, matte grey 
and lipstick red (Yamaha calls 
it vivid red). 

Even though many of the 
male journalists expressed 
interest in the red one, once 
I called it the lipstick bike, it 
was all mine. 

We opened throttle on the 
Vancouver Island Highway 
just as the Canadian Air Force 
Snowbirds passed overhead 
in a training flight. But the 
men were already gone, using 
all 75 hp available from the 
689-cc, liquid-cooled, parallel 
twin engine. 

While the swarm of bees 
rode in formation focusing 
intently on the pavement, I 
took in more of the sceneiy. 
Motorcycles often take me to 
places I have never been and 
I am interested in soaking up 
all the hidden secrets. 

At slightly faster than 
the posted speed, I casually 
glanced at my tach and was 
surprised to be approaching 
the 10,000 r.p.m. redline, but 
not yet running out of power. 

In fact, even though the 
bike has a six-speed (over¬ 
drive) transmission, I didn’t 


use the final gear and bare¬ 
ly needed fifth gear in the 
straight stretches. 

Highway 28 out of Camp¬ 
bell River offered ample 
twists and turns. I navigated 
the next 100-plus kilometres 
with the swarm of bees al¬ 
ways just around the corner. 

Here is where the 07 truly 
shines. Each gear ranges from 
3,000 to 6,500 r.p.m., making 
it effortless to ride, as you 
don’t need to change gears 
as you change speed. I sim¬ 
ply rolled off the throttle ap¬ 
proaching a bend and rolled 
back on as I exited. 

After riding past thunder¬ 
ing waterfalls and rock faces, 
I came out of the woods and 
into a clearing at Muchalat in¬ 
let, where I literally ran out of 
road. Wow! Another incred¬ 
ible destination I would never 
have seen if I hadn’t been on 
a bike. 

A small marina housed 
a few fishing boats, a float 
plane marked Air Nootlca and 
a couple of tugs to haul logs. 
I guess you could say this was 
officially the middle of no¬ 
where and it was beautiful.
